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“Too Much Getty Up ana Not Emough Whoal” 
CHINESE AMERICANS REACT TO VOTING RIGHTS AMENDMENTS

SAN FRANCISCO 一 “I 工 fear that 
With respect to the Amendments 
to the Voting Rights Act of 1965， 
there was too much getty up and 
not enough whoa.” 

That was Secretary of State 
March Fong Eu addressing the 
California State Association of 
Local-Elected Officials November 
21. She was，of course，referring 
to the amendments that became 
lawW August 6，1975，Pprohibiting 
English-only elections. The getty- 
up enthusiasm pretty much sunms 
up the opinions of many .of those 
interviewed by East/West on the 
new mandate (see Slide box). 

了 Oowever，equating the right of 
political participation with mother- 
hood and apple pie has been more 
talk than substance. Says Congress 
in the 1975 Voting Rights Amend- 
ments， “Citizens of langauge mi- 
norities have'been effectively ex- 
cluded from participation in the 
electoral process， and，“Voting 
discrimination against citizens of 
language Iminorities is pervasive 
and national in scope.” 

“Psychoiogically and historically， 
Chinese American citizens have 
been intimidqated and discouraged 
from exercising the basic right of 
voting，adds Henry Der,exefutive 
director of Chinese for Affirmative 
Action.“They are put into embar- 
rassing positions when they go to 
the polls and find that they must 
ask What they consider Silly or 


-foolish questions just so they can 


Vote.” 
RIGHTS 志 

The Voting Rights Amendments 
prescribe that in states or political 
jurisdictions where more than five 
per cent of the voting-age residents 
are of a single language minority 
and where the illiteracy rate of 
these residents as a group is higher 
than the national illiteracy rate, al 
electoral materials must be pro- 
vided in the language of that mi- 
nority，as _well as in English. 
“They're intended to enhance and 


China Cagers 
Win Asian 
Championship 


BANGKOK 一 China defeated 
Japan 80-59 in the final game of 
the Asian basketball championship 
held here November 26. The Chi- 
nese players were leading all the 
way. Half-time score was 38-28 . 

BEarlier，the Chinese defeated a 
strong South Korean team 97-78. 
There was alittle roughness on the 
人 floor and several players Were in- 
jured，but the real danger came 
from an estimated 40,000 fans 
who tried to crowd into the15,000 
seat National Gymnasium, accord- 
ing to police. 

The South Koreans held the Chi- 
nese to an 8-point margin at half- 
time，but the towering Chinese 
pushed ahead to victory. 

This is the first time the team 
from the People's Republic has 
entered the Asian Championship . 
The Chinese team could partici- 
pate in the Montreal Olympics 
next year.

In San Francisco, this means the 
provision of election materials in 
Englisn，Spanish，and Chinese. In 
the last election，the city spent 
some $80,000 on duestionnaires 
sent to 217,716 ,voters，asking 
whether bilingual assistance Was 
needed. Only 1600 responded. 

“There was no great acceptance 
or _ utilization of the plan,， says 
Supervisor Quentin opPp.“Hun- 
dreds of San Eranecisco resldents 
complained of the expense of 
printing .information and ballots in 
languages other than 了 nglish . 
There was an indiscriminate as- 
sumption that materials be printed 
and disseminated in non-English ， 
rather than a realistic identity of 
how many non-English speakers 
were eligible and need the infor- 
mation，， he adds. 

“IT agree 让 was a Waste of mon- 
ey,” states a Chinatown resident. 
The questionnaires were sent only 
to registered voters，whom she as-

ADVOCATES 

Many permanent residents in 
Chinatown feel that being a citi- 
Zen is a lot of trouble. They said 
that voting rights advocates should 
have concentrated their efforts on 
providing basic voting information 
to these potential votets.“No one 
did any leg work 一 -there was hard- 
ly anything about the whole elec- 
toral process in the Chinese press，” 
said a Chinatown resident,“and 工 
SaW boxes and boxes of the Chi- 
nese voting handbooks, which did- 
nt explain voting rights，just sit- 
ting on the streets. 导 

The plan was“doomed to fail- 
ure，” alleges Der， “because the 
burden was placed on the non- 
English-speaking citizen to request 
bilingual materials 一 this 1 un- 
equal protection and unequal ac- 
csss to _ the right to vote.”

This is the 
first step for us to proceed 一 
we can talk now of our partici- 
bation and our expectations. 
We can Work to get a mayor or 
SUupervisors who are aware of 
-the needs of Chinatown.” 


Secretary of State March 
Fong Eu: “There is no right 
accruing to American citizen- 
ship which is more important 
than the right to vote. That, in 
my opinion，is what American 
citizenship，in the most funda- 
mental sense, js all about.Con- 
stitutionally，that right cannot 
be abridged or denied.” 
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face insurmountable difficulties， 
he states. 

“Voting information in San Fran- 
cisco should be provided in .a 
multilingual fashion to everyone， 
Der continues.…There should have 
been one handbook instead ooff 
three 一 then thenon-English-speak- 
er Wont have to do any more or 
less to particltpate in the electoral 
process.”

COSTS 
Finances，however，is _ exactly 


the “whoa”that perturbs Secre- 
tary Eu. Although she believes that 
the amendments are“undeniably 
worthy，she questions their effect 
in terms of the“'fiscal albatross” 
they Place “around the neck of 
California state and local govern- 
ments.” She estimiates that the bal- 
lot pamphlet in San Francisco for 
the June 1976 primary will be a 
320-page, 1.3-pound baby; and in 
November， it grow to 2 pounds 
and 432 pages. 

The Amendments “will require 
the State of California to purchase 
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one-third of the total uncommit- 
ted newsprint Supply in the entire 
U.S. and Canada for next year S 
statewide ballot pamphlets，” she 
claims. “In paper and postage 
alone, the Voting Rights Act 双开 
cost California state and local govV- 
ernment $15 ,856,650.” She adds 
that the total public and Private 
cost of the Act“is probably close 
to $40 million per year” 

Financing also concerns Superior 
Court Judge Harry Low 一 “The 
Amendments could have a signi 丰 - 
cant effect but only if it?s really 
enforced and if there's adequate 
financing.” 

Others expressed it differently: 
says_ State Senator George Mos- 
cone's office,“Whatever the cost， 
or trouble, it's worth it to get pee= 
pile enfranchised to vote.” 

“There are a lot of things costly 
in law,”exclaims an aide for Con- 
gressman John Burton.“The issue 
is very important.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Ling-chi 
Wang，president of the Chinese 
American Democratic Club, told a 
committee of the Board of Super- 
Visors here last Week that “it is 
outrageous to see election laws 
and regulations bent on the one 
hand to accommodate non-resi- 
dents and circumvented on the 
other hand to disenfranchise thou- 
sands of non-English-speaking,tax- 
paying residents of San Francisco.” 

The Governmental Services Com- 
mittee of the Board was consider- 
ing a resolution urging“full and 
detailed _ investigation by the dis- 
trict attorney of alleged jillegalities 
and irregularities in the voter regis- 
tration process.”The resolution， 
SpDonsored by ten of the eleven 
SuperVvisors，WwWas introduced fol- 
ljowing reports that perhaps as 
many as 6,000 suburban residents 
Violated the California 也 lections 
Code by registering and voting in 
San Francisco and that many non- 
residents Were holding high posi- 
tions in city government. 

TAKEOVER 

Wang attributed such massiVve 
Violation to“the systematic take- 
ovet of city govetnment by power- 
ful special interest groups on the 
one hand and indifferent，docile 
and incompetent city officials，in- 
cluding the district attorney，city 
attorney，controller and other law 
enforcement agencies on the other 
hand.”He likened the situation to 
Watergate and called 直 “a disgust- 
ing and arrogant display of con- 
tempt for law and order in high 
Places.” 

He urged“an exhaustive Investi- 
gation and Vigorous piosecution 
by appropriate government agen-

cies”and suggested that“putting 
a few white-collar and upPper-class 
criminals eventually in jail at great 
cost to taxpbayers is highly unlikely 
and will serve no purpose it no 
positive steps are taken to prevent 
re cartence of the same offenses.” 

He _ recommended legislation 
“with effective enforcement mech- 
anism to end suburban control of 
city affairs” and“full compliance 
with the bilingual election require- 
ments of the 1975 Voting RigEA 
Amendments to include at least 
20,000 Chinese Americans and 
30,000 Spanish-speaking law-abid- 
ing，tax-paying residents of San 
Erancisco, disenfranchised because 
of discriminatory election policy 
and practice.” 

ARCHAIC 

Wang also asked the San Francis- 
co Civil Grand Jury and the Board 
of Supervisors to modernize and 
reform the Office of the Registrar， 
which he calljed“ “the most archaic 
bureaucracy and undet-funded， 
under-staffed office among all the 
counties in California.” 

“If we still have faith in partici- 
patory democracy ”Wang contin- 
ued“let's do something about it.” 
He called for immediate restora- 
tion of the $25,000 appropriation 
for voter registration，vetoed ear- 
lierz this year by Mayor Alioto. 

In response to a question by 


Supervisor Pelosi on what should . 


take funding priority -一 Drosecu- 
tion of illegal voters or compliance 
with bilingual election require- 
ments- 一 Wang urged the latter.

A new Chinese language weekly, One World, and three dailies from 
Hong 开 ong havebesgun publication the early part of this week，JIn the 
near future, two more dailies will start Operation in San Francisco: one 
is an airmail edition from Taipei, the other hails from New York City. 
All these papers will add to the lively circle of printed media in China- 
town which already has three dailies and nine weeklies. 

With the high costof production and postage, newspaper Publishing 
is known to be apoorbusiness investment，Then,， why would so many 
People want to be involved in this field? 

Basically we feel that there are two reasons， One is the community's 
diverse politicalopinions reflecting the changing situation in U.3., China， 
and the world.， So long as there are strong unrepresented opinions， 
there will beaneed to startapaper. Secondly, mmany Chinese Americans 
are beginning to express themselves more frequently and become in- 
volved in issues，This is an impetus which has produced many wiiters 


in the community, and the need for many more publications. 
We consider public airing of diverse sentiments aiazd open debates 
_healthy signs in the community。 The papers in Chinatown Probably 
will never share the same Political Views, and thefe is no need to work 
toward such a goal in a democracy. We hope that' in their own ways， 
all these new publlications can ServVe OUT community。

Some added costs may ,be neces- 
sary，and that simply is the price 
of democracy. This is not punitive 
legislation designed to punish San 
Francisco 一 its Sbirit and basic in- 
tent is to _ enhance the right to 
vote. 
TAXES 

Der delineates_ further: “Non- 
English-speakers pay as much taxes 
as anyone else 一 theyrre entitled 
to the same Services 一 why do 
they always have to rely on friends 
and relatives to explain things? 
They should be able to make deci- 
sions in_ private without having to 
rely on the misinterpretations of 
others.” 

Govetrnment officials have the 
responsibility of providing all vot: 
ing information，he says. Because 
attempts to work with the city 
attorney，the mayor's office，the 
registrar of voters，and the Board 
of Supervisors failed to bring 
about “meaningful implementa- 
tion of the law,”and because the 
city's plan was“totally unaccept- 
able”CAA, the League of United 
Latin American Citizens (LULAC) 
and five individual Plaintiffs filed 
a _ class action Suit October 21 
against the city of San Erancisco 
and others (see 卫 /W 10/22/75). 

AVvows Dennigs Wong，co-chair- 
person of Chinese Americans for 
Barbagelata,， “Let's make it -real 
clear that in order to bring about 
better change，we must involve 
ouUrselves in the voting PiocesSs.” 

APATHY 

“We have some very apathetic 
people in Chinatown，adds Judge 
Low.， Although there are many 
new Chinese American citizens 
“和 all the time,”he exclaims, “there 
is no follow-through in registering 
them to vote. Many people wont 
have anything to do with govern- 
ment -because they believe it's 
cumbersome. Our community has 
to _ bear more responsibjlity inedu- 
cating voters.” 

Der amplifies that the lack of 
bilingual services in the electoral 
process has often been translated 
as apatav on the part of the non- 
“How can yoUuU 
mouth off when you dont know 
your Lights，when all the informa- 
tion you get is in English only?” 
he queries.

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NEA CONFERENCE ON ASIANS AND PACIFIC ISLANDERS 
IN THE UNITED STATES

To be sure，the justcompleted National 也 ducation Association 
(NEA) national conference on “了 qual Educational Opportunity for 
Asians and Pacific Islanders in the United States”had many Short- 
comings. 

At $35 a head just for registration, it was far 位 om national in scope. 
Very few of the already few conferees werte from parts other than the 
West Coast. Local coordination was so weak that just trying to find 
out ahead of time who conference speakers were going .to be,， was an 
impossible task. Not knowing this，many persons did not want to 
spend $35. Worst of all, though,， was that the conference format really 
did not allow for effective action to take place. 

With most of the conferees already knowing each other and about 
each other， little new knowledge was generated. Conferees just simply 
already knew much about third-world matters. 

As for influential persons who could have learned something about 
what was already old hat to most of the conferees, they were almost 
non-existent in number. And of this almost non-existent number, they 
were usually keynote speakers, such that two-way dialogue was almost 
jmpossible. 

1 POTENTIAL 

For a_ conference that had much potential for effectiveness, one can 

easily find other weaknesses. However，in the spirit of the Present 
yuletide season, this writer would like to leave NEA with one idea to 
capitalize upon and thus salvage the conference from being just that， 
another conference. 
- It is generally conceded that Asian-Americans and Pacific Islanders 
in the United States are more powerless than any other minority 
group. Much of this powerlessness resides in the Asian-Americans and 
Pacific Islanders having no real access to decision-makers. NEA, on the 
other hand, has just this access. 

What needs to be donei; then,，is for NEA to act as brokers or go- 
betweens in helping concerned Asian-Americans and Pacific Islanders 
to _ meet with _ decision-makers. This is not the same as asking NEA to 
represent Asian-Americans and Pacific Islandqers，but，rather，to give 
them access to influential people that they normally would not be 
able to meet.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Criticizing 
what he termed the“low level of 
performance of American educa- 
tors and politicians in general， 
Representative Norman Y. Mineta 
(D-Calif.) stressed the need for 
more innovative teachers and 3 
“national consensus on edtuication- 
al reforo 辽 

Addressing delegates to the 14th 
National NEA (National Educa- 
tion _ Association) Conference on 
Civil and Human Rights last Fri- 
day，Mineta noted the failure of 


educators thus far“ “to produce an， 


educated citizenry in the United 
States.” 
INSECURITY 

“We must strive to eliminate the 
feeling of insecurity and fear that 
accompany educational reform， 
the 人 eshman Nisei congressman 
asserted，and above all,“ increase 
the federal government's contribu- 
tions to education so that it shares 
a responsibility equal to state and 
local governments.” 

The keynote speaker at a three- 
day conference on 也 qual 也 duca- 
fional Opportunity for Asians and 
Pacific Islanders in the U.S$. spon- 
sored by NEA November 28-30， 
Rep. Mineta :cited growing disen- 
chantment not only with educa- 
tion but with politics and “our en- 
tire social system .” 

“Public confidence in our politi- 
cal System 'is at an all-time low,” 
he noted,“and public education 
is no exception.” 

The resounding defeat of hun- 
dreds of school board and taxelec- 
tions in the past year across the 
nation reflects two trends，in Mi- 
neta's opbinion: one，that voters 
nowregard publiceducation as too 
expensive，and two, that they feel 
they are not getting their money 's 
worth . 

Citing a four-year,$L1million re- 
port by the University of Texas，

he noted that 20 per cent of the 
U.S adult population (ovet 25 
million peopble) are now considered 
“functionally incompetent ”(i.e.， 
incapable of performing even the 
most _ elementary tasks). Over 50 
per cent of America's adults Who 
have not gone beyond junior high 
school are in thils category，asS are 
two per cent of her college gradu- 
ates. 

The former San Jose mayor then 
outlined his proposals for reversing 
this trend . 

Pubiic education should first be 
“the primary instrument for de- 
mocratizing society.”Hence，inte- 
gration and bilingual-bicultural ed- 
ucation are vital means for achieV- 
ing that end.“BEqual educational 
opportunity must become 3 real- 
ity,” he pointed out. 

Second, “public education must 
foster individual growth and prio- 
vide more than simply basic skills 
to survive.” 

Quoting Jefferson,， he reflected: 
quality education should strive to 
“enlighten ，train wise and honest 
officials, nurture talent and virtue 
regardless of wealth or accidental 
circumstances，and educate the 
children of the poor at public ex- 
pense.”
